THE DECAY 


IN_0_RANGES 


Review of 
Conditions 


by G. Harold 


Powell.

The Investigation by tlie Bureau of | 


Plant Industry into the cause of decay! 
In oranges was begun as the result of 
the efforts of Mr. J. H. Reed, an orange 
grower of Riverside, Cal., who, on ac- 
count of the interstate nature of the 
problem, endeavored to induce the de- 
partment of agriculture to undertake 
this work. 
In the winter of lflO:',-4 


?i preliminary survey of the orange in- 
dustry was undertaken to make plans 
for this investigation. 
The causes 


of the decay were not understood, but 
a multitude of theories were advanced 
by growers and shippers to explain it. 
Some attributed the decay to the in- 
fluence of the type of soil and to other 
conditions under which the fruit was 
grown; to a possible degeneracy in 
the fruit as the trees grew older, and 
to climatic conditions, such as frequent 
fogs and rains. The decay was thought 
by many to be especially related to a 
supposed 
inherent weakness of the 


fruit during the blooming period of 
t.he trees, which occurs during the 
picking season. Others believed it to 
be due to -methods practiced in the 
packing houses, while nearly all were 
more or less agreed that a large part 
of the loss was chargeable to inade- 
quate or improperly handled transpor- 
tation facilities. 
Teh decay entailed 


a heavy loss on the shipper, it was 
•detrimental to the reputation of the 
industry, and it led to difficulties of 
various kinds between all parties con- 
cerned in the handling and transporta- 
tion of citrus fruits. 


i. The preliminary survey in the win- 
ter of 1&03-4 showed that the decay 
was more troublesome In sotrie regions 
than in others, that it was worse in 
some packing houses than in others in 
the .same region, and that it usually 
Increased in severity as the season ad- 
vanced. 
Continual 
observations 
on 


many of the popular and 
supposed 


causes did not give promise of a satis- 
factory explanation, but it was noticed 
from the- beginning that there was a 
close and constant relation between 
the various methods of handling the 
irujf and. the development of decay, 


Blue Mold of Citrus Fruits 


The common blue-mold fungus was 


always found to be associated with de- 
caying oranges, as was observed in 
1905 by Woodworth. 
This fungus 


grew within the tissues of the fruit 
and caused a breaking down of the 
'Structure, which rapidly produced a 
soft decay of t.he entire fruit. Two dis- 
tinct kinds of growth were constantly 
found. 
The most common grow rap- 


idly In a rather indefinite area over the 
orange, producing a mass of olive- 
green spores, with a large area of 
white 
mold extending 
beyond 
the 


spores and producing a semi-soft con- 
dition of tlie fruit. The growth of the 
second was much slower and in a more 
definite area, and the spores were 
"bright blue in color, though in other 
respects this fungus was similar to 
the first. 


Both fungi have been determined as 


species of Penicillium. While a dis- 
tinct difference can be seen in the 
growth of the two in producing decay 
in the orange, it has been difficult to 
separate them morphologically. Peni- 
cillium glaucum has been generally 
considered the most common of the 
mold fungi. 
Yet, on the orange the 


rapid-growing, olive-green fungus is re- 
ferred to as Penicillium digitatum, and 
the slow-growing, bright-blue species 
as P. glaucum. 
The more common 


form Is shown In Plate I, frontispiece. 
The spores are produced in countless 
numbers 
on the 
decaying fruit, of 


which there Is always more or less In 
the groves and in and around the pack- 
ing houses. 
They are on the fruit, 


on all the machinery and floating in 
the atmosphere, and they germinate- 
easily and quickly wherever the condi- 
tions of heat and moisture are favor- 
able. 


That there might be no question 


about these molds being tin: cause of 
the decay, large numbers of fresh, 
pound oranges were inoculated both In 
the field and 
the 
laboratory w i t h 


spores of these species, and without 
exception the characteristic decay re- 
sulted. 


The citrus fruit crop of California 


amounts to nearly 'jn.OOO ears annually, 
of which the orange comprises from 
K", to &u per cent. The fruit, is grown 
under intensive culture, and the hand- 
ling, shipping and marketing of the 
crop, have resulted in the development 
(it complex and highl) specialized bii.s-

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through mechanical abrasions in the 
skin. 
The most common forms of 


mechanical injury are those caused by 
the clippers in cutting vhe fruit from 
the 
tree, 
si em 
punctures. 
and 


scratches and produced in the packing, 
houses. 
Most of these injuries are 


Invisible to the inexperienced eye. 
There has been a wide variation in 
the amount of Injury in the fruit of 
different pickers, growers and packing 
houses, the variation commonly run- 
ning from 1 to 50 per cent. 
A good 


deal of the trouble has been related 
to methods of business which place a 
premium on the amount rather than 
the quality of the work done by the 
picker, the grower, or the 
packing 


house. 


By holding In many pricking houses 


in California 
fruit 
that 
has 
been 


picked at different periods of the sea- 
son, in different sections of the citrus 
belt, and that has been handled In dif- 
ferent ways, it has been shown that 
the fruit that Is handled '.he least de- 
velops the least decay, while the fruit 
that shows the greatest amount of in- 
jury develops the most decay. 
From 


the standpoint of the packing house, 
the least decay develops in sound un- 
brushed fruit. 
Brushing increases it, 


washing increases it still more, and 
any treatment that cut or tears the 
skin is followed by the greatest amount 
of decay. 


There appears to be little difference 


in the amount of decay in oranges 
grown in different sections that have 
been handled in a similar manner, or 
in oranges picked from the same grove 
with equal care at different periods of 
the season, at least from January to 
May. 


The "curing" of the orange for a 


few days before packing wilts the skin 
and in the early part of the season 
makes it pliable to handle. The cur- 
Ing is probably not harmful to unin- 
jured fruit, but under the conditions 
of commercial handling In California 
the blue mold begins to develop in the 
oranges during the curing period, but 
does not develop far enough to be Been 
by the graders except in fruit that has 
beefi injured severely. 


If the fruit is packed promptly after 


picking arid Is shipped at. once in a 
cool temperature the decay may not 
develop in trdflsl't. The most progres- 
sive shippers 
now pack the 
fruit 


promptly after pickfrig". 


It is unnecessary t'6 brush so large 


a proportion" of the dranges as has 
been customary in the ria'st, and the 
washing 'can be avoided by treating the 
groves properly for scale. Tlie pack- 
ing houses all through the citrus' belt 
are ebing modified in the direction df 
more simple machinery. 


The shipping experiments of the Bu- 


reau of Plant Industry during the past 
three years have Included 297 ship- 
ments of fruit to New York. The ship- 
ments have included oranges handled 
in different ways before packing. The 
fruit has been shipped at 
different 


lengths of time after packing, and it 
has been forwarded under ventilation, 
icing and precoollng followed by dif- 
ferent conditions of icing. 


From the standpoint of the hand- 


ling of the fruit tho least decay has 
developed under all methods of ship- 
ment in the sound, carefully handled 
oranges, and the greatest amount luis 
developed in those that, were mechan- 
ically injured. 
From the standpoint 


of the promptness of shipment after 
picking the least decay has developed 
in the oranges shipped immediately 
after packing, and tho decay has In- 
creased in proportion as tin: (Inn; be- 
tween 
packing and 
shipment 
has 


lengthened. 
From the standpoint cf 


tho method of .shipment the least de- 
cay developed in the pivcooled f r u i t 
that was loaded in the crirs in cold con- 
dition. 


The cooling of tlie f r u i t to u temper- 


ature of about. 10 degrees Fahrenheit 
before shipment, appears to sa\e lee in 
transit, as the cars do not lequiiv re-ic- 
ing as often as they do when for- 
warded under regular icing. 
M ap- 


pears also to Increase teh l're|j.'h'-c<tr- 
rylng capacity of a car by making it 
possible to load the boxes more closely 
than IH safe under regular Icing. From 
the standpoint of decay, precooling the 
fruit is not essential, as the decay can 
be avoided by handling the f r u i t rare- 


' fully.

IMPERIAL VALLEY THE 


EGYPT OF CALIFORNIA 


The Re-survey Will Throw Thousands of Acres 


in the Vicinity of Imperial Junction Open 


for Entry After January 23rd. 


Up Until June of 1908 the output of the Imperial Valley, embracing 


all lands below Imperial Junction, was as follows: 
Barley, $450,000; 


hogs, $200,400; cattle, $353,800; dairy cows and products, $325,000; 
cantaloupes, $225,325. The cantaloupe crop for 1908 was a little over 
1,500 carloads, more in fact than could be shipped from the valley, owing 
to the pioneer condition of the Southern Pacific railroad branch. Decid- 
uous fruits and grapes are being planted. Citrus nurseries and citrus 
orchards are being contemplated. 
One man has 320 acres of grapes, 


half zinf andels and half muscatels. The re-survey now nearly completed 
by the government has throwa open a large amount of unpreempted 
lands, which may be taken up at any time after January 23. The gov- 
ernment is also figuring on contracts to conserve and divert waters for 
irrigation purposes in the interior of the' Chocolate mountains. 


The homesceker ig an earnest indi- 


vidual. A new country, strange condi- 
tions, and the lottery of assuming the 
responsibility of life on untried lands, 
sets a mark of dogged determination on 
the face of the pioneer. lie is making 
a cast into an unknown sea, and there 
is no way of determining what the nets 
will contain when drawn. 
But the do- 


sire for a home of his own is old with 
him, old as his remotest ancestors, and 
he wanders far afield, searching and 
scrutinizing 
the 
unpre-empted 
acres 


that a free country has to offer. 
He is 


the Western Empire in its nebulous 
state, the possessor of green acres to 
be—or a failure driven out of Eden, 
as circumstance decrees. 


I watched with unfailing interest the 


faces of the homcseckers at Imperial 
Junction, the gateway to the great New 
land of Desire, last week, as they 
thronged out of the dusty coaches of 
the transcontinental train for Yuma 
and New Orleans—watched them with 
a growing warmth 
of admiration as 


they grouped themselves about the des- 
ert station, waiting for the little spur- 
track train that was to take them to 
the lower Imperial Valley and their des- 
tinations. 
I had been instructed to 


get the facts for the Argus concerning 
this near-virgin territory, and here 
were facts, such ones as preface the 
story of a struggle for independence 
and happiness and domestic fidelity and 


and the town has sprung up like a town 
of ureiuriK, almost, in the time a man 
might pass that way. Other sot.tlcinents 
caused the train to pause a moment, 
and then such towns ;\s El Centro, the 
county seat of this infant, county pro- 
digy, and Imperial, which lost the 
county buildings but gained in its popu- 
lation without, cessation—always run- 
ning through lands where the irrigator 
was busy checking and working the 
water over green crops, even though 
the season was the midwinter of the 
valley. 
Small and cheaply constructed

road in the country.

own much of the government land still 
ipen to the.homesecker lies.

he American terminus of the line is 
,hc border town of Calexico, the de- 
markation between the old world or 
omnolence and happy poverty and the 
nervous upward progress of the West- 
ern . world, the border town 
between 


Jnited States and Mexico, filled with 
shack stores that contain the finest up- 


tion, but jnnn has not yet ventured 
within easy distance, not through fear 
perhaps, but because the country has 
not attracted him. 
Jfow the govern- 


ment promises that water is to be de- 
veloped in the Chocolate mountains to 
the north, and the land is being looked 
upon by the homoseekers with covetous 
eyes. 


The concluding chapter of a sketch 


of this country should in reality lip the 
preface, so far as the prospective home- 
seeker is concerned. 
A visit to the 


land-office of the United {States govern• 
ment on the fourth tloor of the riiMin- 
bcr of Commerce building in Los An- 
geles, will open the eyes of the dweller 
in those civilized eommunilres. 
All day 


long the clerks of the ollico hold !i re- 
ception. 
Tho little ollice is filled with 


earnest men and women, who pure over 
the maps and plats of this recent re- 
survey, seeking the sparse information 
which may be obtained in (his manner, 
asking questions of the attendants of n 
nature running the giiimit. This is the 
starting point, and armed with the lo- 
calities and tho conditions existing in 
regard to these government lands of 
the Imperial Valley, the men and women 
with the land-hunger faro go forth on 
the quest. That is the reason for the 
influx into this new valley, whore so 
many arc succeeding, and where a. few, 
it is true, exercise the divine right of 
the incompetent to fail in any enter- 
prise. 
No word-picture has any par- 


ticular effect, as regards description, ex- 
cept that it brings to the render the 
fact that there are lands to be had for 
the asking in 1ho Imperial—desert, en- 
tries of ;i20 acres or homestead entries 
of KiO acres. 
The land office supplies 


the minute information, both through 
printed matter and instructions from 
Uncle Sam's votaries. Start at the land 
office, and then go and see'the lands as 
hundreds of others are. doing. For it is 
written in the sacred work that the des- 
ert shall blossom as the rose.

obliteration in part of the first survey 
stakes by the passage of time, the set- 
tling up on desert, claims w i t h o u t prop- 
er and authoritative landmarks, and i t s 
final complete confusion in this especial 
region when tho Colorado river went 
on its gleeful rampage and swelled the 
Sultoii Sea to respectful proportions. I 
chose a homeseekcr as a companion, 
with his consent, and walked the three 
intervening miles from the station to 
the edge of the Kalton Sea, and it was 
well worth the while. Over level lands, 
thousands of them without a mark of 
the hand of humanity, w h i t e on the 
Hiirfaee with the sediment, of the reced- 
ed sea, but absolutely devoid of alkali 
and coven d thickly w i t h the vari-col- 
ored sage and desert, clover (which is 
mis-naiiKil and not edible) to the ocean 
edge, where the water lay still as a 
frozen lake of tlic Hast in the absence 
of breeze in the shut-in valley, where 
we tasted the water and found it brack- 
ish arid with a nirong savor of salt. 
Around us 
>n every side lay the debris 


of the mountain timb'.-r and the pieces 
of railroad construction that went down 
before the assaults of the escaped river. 
Great girders of new timber, once a 
part of the bridge above, lay in the 
sand forgotten, hundreds of ties flung 
up by the flood, arid drift-wood of every 
description, with here and there a flat- 
bottomed boat, alho a forgotten dere- 
lict on a shore where men seldom came-. 
From the marshes rose thousands of 
mud-hens, and the familiar cry of the 
teal and mallard and sprig was heard 
everywhere as the birdu circled their 
disturbed nesting (ibices. One lone man, 
a hunter, met. us with a barley sack on 
his shoulder and his shotgun. 
He in- 


formed u-i that he hfi'l "got the l i m i t 
,,f' ducks," and grinned n.t we surveyed 
his bulging sack.

150 acres of tideland, lying between the

of commerce believes the project, is 
worth working for. 
It. is known that 


the government has appropriated- $1,- 
000,000 for a torpedo station on the Pa- 
cific, coast, and that the choice of loca- 
tion rests largely on the examining 
board, which already has examined tin. 
harbors of Kan .Francisco, San Pedro 
and San Diego, ami also Pngct. Sound 
ft is also known that the forty acres in 
the government, reserve here are situnte 
on high ground and can nut be used foi 
the buildings required for the Ht.oragr 
imd repairing of the torpedos, and that 
the tiile land adjacent would not 
b< 


sufficient for all the needs of the, naval 
station.
